ROOSEVELT FOR 
WIRETAPPING 10 
TRAP “TRAITORS 


Favors It Against Spies or 
Saboteurs but Says House

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt said today that 
he favored the use of wiretapping 
against aliens and “traitors” who 
engage in “espionage or sabotage 
against the United States.” 

His statement was in a letter to 
Representative Tom Eliot (Dem.), 
Massachusetts, member of the 
House Judiciary Committee, which 
is studying wiretapping legislation. 
Eliot made the letter public. 
Roosevelt said that a pending 
bill by Representative Hobbs 
(Dem.), Alabama, goes entirely 
too far.” 

President’s Letter. 

The text of the President’s letter: 
“Dear Tom: 

“I have your letter of Feb. 20 in 
which you have asked me for an 
expression of my views on H. R. 
2266, a bill to permit wire tapping 
by Government officials. I under- 
stand hearings have recently been 
held by a subcommittee of the 
House Judiciary Committee on this 
bill. 

“I have read the bill and I have 
no hesitation in saying that it goes 
entirely too far and that its pro- 
visions are unnecessarily broad. As 
presently drafted it provides that, 
if the head of any executive de- 
partment has reasonable ground for 
believing a felony not only may 
have been committed or is being 


committed, his investigators may 
tap wires, 
The use of wire tapping to aid 
law enforcement officers raises 
‘squarely the most delicate problem 
in the field of democratic states- 
manship. It is more than desira- 
ble, it is necessary that criminals 
be detected and prosecuted as vig- 
ilantly as possible. It is more néc- 
essary that the citizens of a democ- 
racy be protected in their rights of 
privacy from unwarranted snoop- 
ing. As an instrument for oppres- 
sion of free citizens, I can think 
of none worse than indiscriminate 
wire tapping.

Mrs. Lelah Louise Milligan, a 
short, stocky woman who has been 
the $25-a-week bookkeeper at the 
Midvale Dental Supply -Co., 3638 
Olive street, for three years, ad- 
mitted to police today that in the 
last two years she had taken more 
than $20,000 of the company’s 
money and spent it in having a 
good time. 

She appeared at Police Head- 
quarters last midnight with the 
company's attorney, who informed 
the desk sergeant that she was 
ready to make a statement. She 


had been questioned yesterday by 
company officers, after John M.

Mrs. Milligan, a widow, is 40 
years old.

That program, which also is my 
platform in the primary and sub- 
sequent city elections, I now sub- 
mit to the voters of my city.

That is 
because this is a plan of action for 
the city of St. Louis in the next 
four years, not an indictment of 
the misconduct’ in the Mayor’s of- 
fice. during this present-—period 
which happily will be past next 
election day. 

“In my public addresses, at

COASTAL TOWN IN

UF SOMALILAND 


West Africans Take Brava, 
More Than Half Way on 
Road to Mogadiscio — 
400 Prisoners Seized by 
Invaders in Eritrea. 


CAIRO, Feb. 25 (AP).—British 
forces were reported today to have 
captured Brava in a sweep up the 
Italian Somaliland coast more than 
half way from Chisimaio to Mo- 
gadiscio, the colony's capital and 
chief port. 

Brava marked a gain of 160 miles 
beyond Chisimaio, the beginning 
of the seaboard highway, and put 
the British within 150 miles of Mo- 
gadiscio, 

A communique issued in Nairobi, 
Kenya colony, gave no details of 
the British push except that Brava 


was taken yesterday by “West Af- 
rican troops.” 

(These may have been soldiers 
from the Gold coast or from Ni- 
geria who previously have been re- 
ported fighting with the British 
armies in East Africa. Whether 
British forces which seized Chisi- 
maio had spanned the whole dis- 
tance up to Brava was not clear. 
The troops occupying Brava may 
have nded from ships in the 
Indian Ocean, as others have been 
in that area, or may have cut 
across from the interior. The Juba 
River, the strongest natural Ital- 
ian defense line in Somaliland, has 
been breached by the British in 
several places, giving them access 
to a network of roads.) 


Stragglers Rounded Ur. 


“Operations forward of the Juba 
River continue to develop success- 
fully,” a communique of the Brit- 
ish Middle East command here 
reported. Some Italiang “strand- 
ed in the bush” in the Gelib sector, 
where British forces made one of 
their crossings of the Juba, were 
said in Nairobi to have been 
“rounded up” yesterday. 

In Eritrea, the Cairo report said, 
British forces moving on Cheren, 
mountain key to Asmara, that 
Italian colony’s capital, “are con- 
tinuing their advance south of 
Cubcub” and have taken 400 pris- 
oners and three guns.

In Ethiepia, the Nairobi com- 
munique announced, a company of 
Ethiopian irregulars has taken 
British and Italian Moyale, an 
area extending on both sides of the 
Kenya-Ethiopian frontier, and “by 
the capture of Moyale, which was 
lost by us in July last year, the 
last Italian troops have also been 
evicted from British territory.” 

Middle East headquarters of the 
Royal Air Force announced at- 
tacks had been made on the air- 
drome at Addis Ababa, capital of 
Ethiopia. 

“The South African air force 
bombers also attacked fuel dumps 
at Mefasit, east of Asmara, and 
also bombed the road north of the 
town. From the foregoing opera- 
tions all our aircraft returned safe- 


ly.” 


171 PLANES AND 525 MEN 
LOST BY ONE ‘SQUADRON 
~ IN AFRICA, ROME ADMITS 


ROME, Feb. 25 (AP). 


TALY’S Fifth Air Squadron, 

which Premier Mussolini, said 

was “almost literally sacri- 
ficed” in the battle of North 
Africa, lost 171 planes and 525 
men up to Feb. 5, an order of 
the day disclosed yesterday. 

The order, issued by Air 
Squadron Gen. Felice Porro 
when he was relieved of his 
command a few days before the 
fall of Bengasi, has just been 
published. 

In eight months, it said, the 
squadron executed 1416 bombing 
attacks, dropping 74,829 bombs 
and torpedoes. Its fighter 
planes, the order added, had 
shot down 192 “enemy” craft 
and. probably. 79 others, besides 
destroying 36 on the ground. 

The squadron’s own losses 
were given as 130 men killed in 
combat, 200 wounded, 180 miss- 
ing and 15 taken prisoner. 
Ninety-five of its planes were 
shot down in air battles while 
76 were destroyed on the 
ground, the former commander 
said.

BERLIN, Feb. 285 (AP).—A 
smashing German sea offensive, in 
which 253,000 tons of shipping have 
been sunk by naval forces alone “in 
the past few days,” was reported 
by the high command today. 

Telling of convoys scattered in 
the Atlantic and of blows “overe 
seas,’ the communique gave this 
tally for Germany's surface and 
undersea raiders: 

One hundred twenty-five thou- 
sand tons—including a “protecting 
auxiliary cruiser’—sunk by sub- 
marines in “numerous stiff at- 
tacks” on a “strongly protected 
convoy.” 

Eighty-three thousand tons, in- 
cluding a large tanker, sunk by 
other submarines “simultaneously 
operating successfully in the At- 
lantic,” some of them from con- 
voys. 

Twenty-five thousand tons sunk 
by surface warships.

LONDON, Feb. 25 (AP).—Droves 
of fighter-protected Royal Air 
Force bombers returned to the as- 
sault on the Germanmheld French 
coast today following a night attack 
on Brest, where the Air Ministry 
said “an enemy cruiser of the Hip- 
per class is known to be lying.” 

At least 60 planes were counted 
in the formations roaring out over 


the Channel today and ground ob- 
servers said there probably were 
many more above the clouds, indi- 
cating that a large-scale attack 
was under way. 

The squadrons kept in formation 
until well out at sea, then they 
spread fanwise. Many of the at- 
tacking units headed in the direc- 
tion of Calais and Boulogne. 

An Air Ministry communique 
reported later that the planes at- 
tacked shipping and shot down 
two German craft. One R. A. F. 
fighter failed to return.

German long-range guns on the 
French coast opened up on the 
Dover area today, firing a small 
number of shells reported to have 
caused neither casualties nor note- 
worthy damage.

“The facts are that, of 19 ships 
in the convoy, 10 are known to be 
safe and four others (three British 
and one Allied) totaling 19,698 tons 
aren’t yet overdue,” the Admiralty 
announcement said. The Germans 
had reported 82,000 tons of ships 
sunk in this one convoy, plus 103,- 
000 additional tong elsewhere dur- 
ing the week.“

the U. S. S. R. would have an in- 
come of about 216, 200, 000, 000 rubles 
to cover it. 

The Soviet budget was balanced 
last year at 183,955,000, 000 rubles 
and in 1939 at 156,097, 000,000 rubles. 
(The ruble, unquoted in foreign ex- 
change, has a nominal value of 
about 19 cents.) 

A prolonged ovation greeted the 
appearance of high Russian offi- 
cials, among them Premier-Foreign 
Commissar Vyacheslav Molotov. 
Diplomatic and press galleries were 
filled. 

The meeting was the first of the 
legislature in 1941, Its program 
calls for adoption of the budget 
and approval of Government de- 
crees issued since the last session.

That Did Not Violate 
Hatch Act. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (AP).— 
A special grand jury which investi- 
gated 1940 election campaign ex- 
penditures reported today that it 
had found nothing to justify indict- 
ments. Edward J. Flynn, John D. 
M. , Lammot du Pont, R. 
J. Reynolds and other Democratic 
and Republican leaders had ap- 
peared before the jury. 

The grand jury said, however, in 
@ report to the Federal Court for 
the District of Columbia that it 
was of the opinion that “there was 
unquestionably a very large sum 
of money collected and expe⸗ ded 
in the 1940 campaign, yet the jury 
has reached the conclusion that if 
this very large sum of money were 
excessive, it was collected and ex- 
pended so as not to violate the 
letter of the law.” 

Asserting that the evidence had 
failed to justify formal charges of 
violations of the Hatch Act and 
the Federal Corrupt Practices Act 
relative to contributions and ex- 
penditures, the grand jury suggest - 
ed that the officials who directed 
the investigation make a full re- 
port to the proper department with 
the view in mind that the study 
and experience thus obtained may 
assist in formulation of laws that 
will tend to curb excessive use of 
money in political campaigns and 
will be enforceable in the courts 
of law.” 

The investigation was directed 
by Maurice M. Milligan, United 
States District Attorney at Kansas 
City, who was brought to Wash- 
ington on special assignment dur- 
ing the campaign to keep a watch 
on conduct of the major parties 
with respect to the Hatch “Clean 
Politics” Act. 

The grand jury was called to- 
gether Dec. 3 and took more than 
2000 pages of testimony from near- 
ly 100 witnesses. In its brief re- 
port, the grand jury said that the 
witnesses had in general been 
“frank and co-operative.” 

Flynn testified in his capacity 
as chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee while Joseph 
W. Martin, the Republicans’ na- 
tional chairman, and Hamilton, one 
of Martin's chief aids, also were 
called in their official capacities.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (AP).— 
A day after the legislation was in- 


5 ſtroduced, the House approved to- 


day revisions of the excess profits 
tax law designed to “relieve hard- 
ship cases.” 

Chairman Doughton explained 
the changes were recommended by 
Treasury experts after studying the 
operation of the present law. Fur- 
ther revisions may be needed later, 
he said. 

The new legislation now goes to 
the Senate, where quick action is 
expected. Doughton said it would 
save taxpayers $22,000,000 retroae- 
tively on 1940 taxes, and about 
$70,000,000 on 1941 payments. 

The Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee added $11,255,000 to increase 
electric power output for defense 
by the Tennessee Valley Authority, 
today recommended approval of $1,- 
415,991,888 to operate independent 
offices during the next fiscal year. 

As reported to the Senate, the 
first regular appropriation bill for 
the next fiscal year carried $11,- 
415,000 more than when passed by 
the House. 


TVA spokesmen and national de- 


fense commissioners said $10,000,000 
was needed to speed power installa- 
tions on the Fort Loudoun dam. 
They said. several defense indus-

Until ‘Insult’ Publicity Put It Over 


U. S. Radio Men Doubt There Was Anything

ful of the messages had reached 
the offices of R. C. A. Communica- 
tions, Inc., before the story re- 
ceived country-wide publication. 

Although the R. C. A. subsidiary 
is prohibited by law from making 
public the number or nature of the 
radiograms, it was learned that the 
great majority were uncomplimen- 
tary. After a German request to 
send only the least objectionable 
was denied, all except the obscene 
were transmitted. Until the offer 
was withdrawn at midnight Satur- 
day, the messages arrived at the 
R. C. A. office in such quantity 
that several employes were added 
to the force to handle the increased 
traffic. 

Informed sources scouted theories 
that the Nazi Propaganda Ministry 
had a method in its madness of 
paying more than $20,000 for near- 
ly 10,000 insults 25 words,in length. 
If it was a matter of transmitting 
coded messages, these could have 
been sent directly through RCA 
without censorship, it was pointed 
out. Names of Nazi sympathizers 
are more easily obtained by other 
means, and signatures to compli- 
mentary radiograms certainly could 
not be accepted with confidence. 

Considering the unique circum- 
stances surrounding the offer, 
some observers expressed surprise 
that more radiograms were not 
sent. It was recalled at National 
Broadcasting Co. that more than 
73,000 voluntary letters were re- 
ceived in 1940 from listeners in 
brod- 
casts. -These letters were unsolic- 
ited and the sender paid the post- 
age. A series of 12 #£4shortwave 
broadcasts of the Metropolitan 
Opera inspired more than 3000 vol- 
untary letters from listeners, it was 
said. 

In view of the small number of 
replies evoked by the original 
broadcasts, radio executives are in- 
clined to think that a German en- 
terprise destined to be a dud de- 
veloped into : profitable advertis- 
ing display, possibly well worth the 
expense. There may be some with 
shortwave receivers, previously un- 
aware of the Friday evening Ber- 
lin broadcasts, whose interest has 
been stimulated. .

N considering the possibilities of the Mediterranean situation, the 


factors of time, space and mobility are for the moment of chief 
importance. In general, troop movements by sea cover distance more 


rapidly than by land, even in these days of motorization, for the simple 
reason that ships do not have to halt for the night, or for rest. 


The bottleneck in sea movements 
sre embarkation and disembarka- 
tion (providing the supply of ship- 
sing be ample) and these are gov- 
ered by available docking facili- 
tes, machinery for handling equip- 
ment and stores. When troops must 
be embarked or disembarked in 
boats or lightered, the process is 
decidedly slower than when the 
ships can come alongside a well- 
equipped dock. 

The bottlenecks in land move- 
ments are generally the condition 
of the roads, the availability of rail- 
ways to carry the bulk of the heavy 
stores, and the capacity of the road 
net both for direct and lateral traf- 
fic; this also assuming that there 
is ample motor transport available 
for all necessary purposes. 


Nazis’ Balkan Situation. 
Applying these principles to the 
resent situation in the Balkans, 
we find the Germans on the Danube 
ooking south across that flooding 
biver into Bulgaria. There are no 
permanent bridges over the Danube 
from Rumania to Bulgaria; hence 
the Germans must depend on pon- 
toon bridges, the construction of 
which is a part of the work of the 
Bengineer corps of all armies. 

The German engineers particu- 
larly distinguished themselves in 
this sort of work, often under fire, 
doth in Poland and in France. They 
sre known to have assembled great 
wantities of bridge material in 
Pulgaria and are reported to have 
eonstructed some experimental 
bridges already. 

The chief trouble about pontoon 
bridges is their vulnerability to at- 
uck from the air. The crossings 
of the Danube into Bulgaria are 
oly about 200 miles from Greek 
territory, and 240 to 250 miles from 
the island of Lemnos, latest report-

Poor Roads in Bulgaria. 
Once the crossing of the river 
us been achieved, the Germans 
ure poor roads on which to ad- 
vance, with the successive bar- 
ners of the Balkan and Rhodope 
mountains to cross.

To 
move a completely equipped divi- 
sion of 15,000 men, something like 
120,000 gross tons of shipping is 
required. The bulk of the ship- 
ping available (though there will 
be some larger vessels, no doubt) 
seems likely to be small Greek 
merchantmen of 200 to 5000 tons. 
Many small ships load and unload 
more slowly than a few large ones 
except in a harbor such as New 


York where all can be berthed at 


once. 

The question of possible enemy 
opposition also must be kept in 
mind. The Italian island strong- 
holds of Rhodes and Leros, long 
isolated and frequently bombed, but 
as yet unreduced, lie squarely on 
the flank of the Alexandria-Salo- 
nika sea lane.

HORTLY before the Mediterra- 
§ nean war started flaming with 
Italy’s invasion of Greece, I 
happened to have a long talk, in 
a Balkan capital, with a states- 
man .of international reputation. 


Gen. Erich von Ludendorff, prob- 
ably the most brilliant military 
mind that the Kaiser and his Im- 
perial Army ever had, had told 
him way back in 1924. (Ludendorff 
was Quartermaster-General of the 
German army in the World War.

I talked with 
American and British correspond- 
ents who entered Bardia with the 
Anzacs, and also with senior of- 
ficers in the British Middle East- 
ern Command and the Royal Air 
Force. Their testimony was unani- 
mous. At last the British had the 
power in Egypt and the rest of 
Africa. At last they were going 
to strike hard and keep striking. 
Bardia was only the beginning, 
they said. That's exactly what it 
has proved to be. 


Cairo was overflowing with Brit- 
ish officers and men. So e oth- 
er places, like Khartoum, and 
places even much further afield’ 
All were full of determination and 
confidence. In their minds there 
existed no question about the Ital- 
jans being driven out of Africa and 
driven out completely. They were 
confident because they were strong 
and growing stronger every day.

He 
has used tanks and motorized units 
with the same elasticity with which 
cavalry were used in our Civil War 
days, and he has manipulated them 
brilliantly. All of this means that 
the British have appropriated the 
war of movement as a striking 
weapon, and that Hitler’s army now 
enjoys no monopoly in this re- 
spect.

HILE Australia’s income and 
other taxes seem pretty heavy, 
when judged by American 
rates of taxation, a journey of 
1200 miles across the Tasman Sea 
brings one to another British do- 
minion in which taxation is much 
more severe than that levied in 
Australia. That is because the la- 
bor government is carrying out a 
comprehentive program of social 
amelioration as well as waging a 
costly war. Wealth is being redis- 
tributed in New Zealand, and those 
who have money are finding the 
process of sharing with those who 
have not pretty painful. 

You begin to hear echoes of New 
Zealand’s social reforms in Aus- 
tralia. Well-to-do Australians sigh 
when they speak of their kind in 
New Zealand and pray that they 
may be spared the fate of the New 
Zealand rich. Australian wage 
earners, on the other hand, look 
on New Zealand as the land of 
hope and glory and hope that some 
day they may be able to duplicate 
New Zealand’s social reforms.

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Tax Starts at 12 1-2 Pet. 


It is not easy to translate the 
complicated tax structure of New 
Zealand into terms easily compre- 
hensible to American readers, but 
some idea may be had from the 
following items which have been 
computed at the rate of $3.25 for 
one New Zealand pound. An in- 
dividual taxpayer is allowed $650 
personal exemption for himself, an 
additional $160 for his wife and 


$160 for each dependent child. On 
the first $325 he earns in addition 
to the exempted income, he. pays 
a basic tax at the rate of 12% per 
cent, which in American currency 
amounts to 40 cents on each $3.25 
received. The basic tax on non- 
exempt earned income between $325 
and $650 is levied at the rate of 
44 cents for each $3.25, on income 
between $650 and $975, at the rate 
of 48 cents for each $3.25. The rate 
is stepped up on each unit of $325 
until it becomes 60 per cent on any 
salary in excess of $12,350: 

| This levy, howevér, is merely a 
basic income tax and does not rep- 
resent the total levy. There is an 
additional levy of 33 1-3 per cent 
on any income that is not salary, 
Then there is an additional levy 
of 15 per cent for war purposes on 
the combined earned and unearned 
income. tax. 


78 Pct. Corporation Tax. 


Earnings of corporations are 
taxed severely, of course. Accord- 
ing to the official year book, the 
maximum income tax in New Zea- 
land is 78 per cent, but I have 
been assured by heads of corpora- 
tions in Auckland that under cer- 
tain conditions their companies 
have been assessed 92% per cent 
on earnings. 

The Government expects to 
realize an additional $26,000,000 
from 15,000 individual and 3000 
corporate taxpayers through a com- 
pulsory war loan on which no in- 
terest will be paid for three years, 
The Government obliges every tax- 
payer to subscribe for this loan for 
the amount of the tax he would 
be liable for were his entire in- 
come for 1939 assessable at exist~ 
ing rates, Individuals must buy 
Government bonds to within $160 
of what they would have had to 
pay on their taxable and non-tax- 
able income during that period, 
while corporations must subscribe 
for the loan to the extent of their 
taxes less $225. 

Since many corporations and 
individuals lack the cash reserves 
to put up such a substantial amount 
of additional money, they are 
obliged to borrow at the banks. On 
such borrowings they must pay in- 
terest at rates ranging from 3 to 8 
per cent, but they will receive no 
interest from the Government un- 
til the fourth year, when thé rate 
will be 2% per cent until redemp- 
tion in 1953.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Feb. 25 
(AP).—-CIO President Philip Mur- 
ray told the American Association 
of School Administrators today 
that “if strikes menace the na- 
tional defense program, it will be 
due to industry’s refusal to allow 
the worker to raise his living 
standards.” 

Remarking that “I speak for the 


4,500,000 members of the CIO,” 
Murray told his 5000 listeners that 
the greatest bottlenecks likely to 
develop in the defense program 
“will come from the fact that the 
big corporations are grabbing mout 
of the defense contracts.” 

He continued: 

“If in America national defense 
is menaced by industrial turmoil, 
the condition is altogether attribut- 
able to the failure of these em- 
ployers to recognize the ordinary 
needs of men, women and children 
and their desire to supply them- 
selves with just a little more of the 
sunlight which God willed them to 
have.” 

Murray said six of the nation’s 
largest corporations last year 
earned $669,780,000 through efforts 
of 885,000 employes. He listed 
them as General Motors, American 
Telephone & Telegraph, Standard 
Oil of New Jersey, du Pont de 
Nemours, United States Steel and 
General Electric. 

He said their corporate earnings 
ranged from $420 to $2200 a year 
per employe. 

From another source came a 
warning that the .nation must 
begin immediately to decide how to 
keep men busy after the defense 
emergency. 

Dr. John K. Norton, professor 
of education at Columbia Univer- 
sity, observed in a speech at the 
convention that an army of young 
people was being rushed through 
“narrowly specialized, superficial 
training” for defense work, and 
asked: 

“Have We a program for employ- 
ing the millions of young men who 
will enjoy high wages and security 
in defense industries and in the 
armed forces in the years just 
ahead, but who will become just so 
many unemployed workers on the 
day peace breaks out? 

“Will these young men docilely 
return to idleness and frustration 
of every proper and normal aspi- 
ration?” 


Homer W. Anderson Urges Job 
Training in Schools. 

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Feb. 25. 
—Public school systems can com- 
bat unemployment through voca- 
tional guidance and training of 
high school students and through 
evening courses for adults who are 
unemployed- for technological rea- 
sons, Homer W. Anderson, Super- 
intendent of Instruction in St. 
Louis, declared today, addressing 
the American Association of School 
Administrators. . 
Programs of occupational train- 
ing for high school students, he 
said, should be related to the types 
of services required in the particu- 
lar communities. About 25 per 
cent of the students entering em- 
ployment need to be groundeq in 
skills for which specific school 
training should be given, he esti- 
mated. A further responsibility 
of public education, he went on, is 
development of a better co-opera- 
tive arrangement with business and 
industry for placement of trained 
students, 

A greater responsibility is need- 
ed also, he said, for the guidance, 
training and placement of adults 
thrown out of work through no 
fault of their own.

HE SEC is a good case in 

point. The most controversial, 
most effective of u the New Deal 
agencies, the SEC found it easy 
at the start to hire the best tal- 
ent available. Since the SEC was 
launched, however, no fewer than 
four men, Joseph P. Kennedy; 
James Landis, William O. Douglas 
and Jerome Frank, have passed 
through its chairmanship and on 
to jobs they liked better. At pres- 
ent, of the four regular commis- 
sioners, Leon Henderson is giving 
three quarters of his time to de- 
tense work, while Ed Eicher is 
longingly waiting for the day when 
his nomination to a judgeship will 
be consented to by Senator Guy 
Gillette, whom he fought in the 
famous Iowa purge primary. In 
short, only two men on the com- 
mission, Robert Healy and Sumner 
Pike, are full-time workers with 
both eyes on the job, and only 
Healy can boast continuous serv- 
ice on the commission since its 
establishment. 
Furthermore, where once the 
SEC only had to beckon to the 
cleverest young lawyers in the 
country, its subordinate personnel 
is now frequently depleted by res- 
ignations, and the replacements are 
less and less distinguished. 


Finally, if Cohen does not take 
the chairmanship, there is likely to 
be an unseemly wrangle among the 
backers of the other candidates for 
the SEC.

OR the present, because its 

original momentum was 80 
strong, the SEC stilt appears to 
retain much of its early vitality. 
The degenerating process, already 
much farther advanced in other 
agencies, is bound to continue, how- 
ever. It cannot help but do so, 
for the President has never really 
attempted to solve the basic prob- 
lem of the New Deal experiment. 
While vastly expanding the powers 
and extending the responsibilities 
of government, he has never made 
the Government service sufficient- 
ly attractive to the kind of man 
needed to carry the new résponsi- 
bilities and exercise the new pow- 
ers. In the first flush of the New 
Deal excitement, many brilliant 
men entered the Government, but 
because the financial rewards were 
poor and the future extremely 
dubious, they were bound to leave 
again some time, 

‘Administration, in truth, is the 
President's weakest point. If any 
proof is needed, it will be found 
in the presence in Washington, in 
a handsome suite at a local hotel, 
of the Hon. Ed Flynn, chairman 
of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee. The New Deal domestic 
program is in grave danger, for 
want of good men to manage it, 
yet the man who seems to be cur- 
rently charged with supplying new 
Government workers is the re- 
doubtable boss of the Bronx.

HE Bronx psychology unfortu- 
nately dominates the Flynn ef- 
fort. He apparently conceives of 
the United State as a sort of glori- 
fied Bronx County, and proposes to 
build a nationwide Democratic or- 
ganization on the pattern of his 
own Bronx machine.

Measure to Establish Retire- 


ment System Introduced 
by Senator. Watson. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 25.—A 
bill to establish a retirement system 
for teachers and other public school 
employes in St. Louis, under a plan 
worked out by committees repre- 
senting the Board of Education and 
the teachers, was introduced today 
by Senator Clinton T. Watson of 
St. Louis, 

Emmet T. Carter, attorney for the 


representing the teachers, conferred 
with the St. Louis legislators here 
yesterday in an attempt to obtain 
their support for the measure. 

Retirement pensions to be paid 
under ghe system will amount to 
a maximum of $720 a year during 
the first few years the plan is in 
‘operation. After the system has 
been in operation 35 years and the 
reserves have been built up, the 
maximum pension will be increased 
to $1200 a year. 

The pensions will be paid out of 
a fund supported by contributions 
from both the employes and the 
School Board. The employes will 
contribute 5 per cent of their sal- 
aries up to $2400 a year, or a 
maximum contribution of $120 a 
year. 

Compulsory retirement under the 
proposal would be at 70 years of 
age. Voluntary retirement would 
be at 69 the second year the sys- 
tem is in operation, 68 the third 
year, 67 the fourth year, 66 the 
fifth year, and 65 thereafter. 

Any employe leaving his school 
job would receive, on demand, the 
amount of his accumulated con- 
tributions, and if an employe should 
die before retirement his contribu- 
tions would be paid to his estate. 

In addition to the teachers, the 
plan would cover supervisors of in- 
struction, librarians, janitors, me- 
chanics and laborers. Persons who 
are employed in the school system 
at the time the law becomes effec- 
tive, and who are eligible to par- 
ticipate, could reject coverage by 
notice in writing, but all new em- 
ployes would automatically become 
members of the system. Adminis- 
tration of the system would be un- 
der a board of trustees of nine 
members, four to be selected by 
the employes, four by the School 
Board and one chosen by the other 
trustees,

Fatigue and Too Much Bossing Often Bring on Tantrums 


HEN a child, who is perfectly 
W agreeable most of the time, 

has a tantrum at about the 
same hour every day, look to his 
schedule for the cause. Hs usually 
is a tired child. 


One child got along well up to 
lunch time and then he was as 
naughty a child as one could find 
in a day’s march. He threw his 
glass of milk off the table, he re- 
fused to eat or to be fed or to 
go without his meal. He kicked 
and screamed and would not be 
comforted. That happened every 
day about lunch time. 


This child's schedule called for 
an hour and a half of play, a bath 
and dressing before lunch. When 
his play was shortened, the bath 
deferred, a brief resting time al- 


lowed, his tantrum disappeared. 
His old schedule was too tiring. 

A little girl had a bad time 
every afternoon when she was 
called in from play. She lay down 
on the ground and aroused the 
neighborhood with her yells. She 
did not want to go in, she did not 
want to stay out, she did not want 
to take in her toys, nor did she 
want anybody else to do so. She 
was given a nap after lunch in- 
stead of before it as she had been 
having, and got along much bet-

ter. Tantrums are often caused 
by fatigue. 


Sometimes they are caused by 
physical ailments. A child with 
earache loses his control early and 
tantrums are in order. Poor vision 
tires a child very soon and so does 
poor hearing. Any child who shows 
temper and irritation over nothing 
important should be examined for 
physica] defects. 

x X * 

Children in good health, living 
under harmonious conditions, do 
not have tantrums. These spells 
of uncontrolled behavior are not 
just a child’s evil spirit exhibit- 
ing itself. They are indications 
of hidden difficulties, and instead 
of punishing the child for bad be- 
havior we should search for the 
causes and remove them wherever 
possible. 


In this search do not omit con- 
sideration of the personalities that 
are touching upon him during the 
day. If there is anyone who insis- 
tently commands him, try to relieve 
that person of any responsibility 
for the child. If there is anybody 
teasing or bullying him, frightening 
him or exciting him, take care of 
that person and relieve the child 
from his attentions. Nothing tires 
a child so completely and swiftly as 


¢ 


personal pressure from inconsid- 
erate people. 

Also, look at the atmosphere of 
the home. Is it the kind that makes 
a child’s activity a burden to him? 
Is noise a crime and disorder a 
sin? If so, the child cannot thrive 
there. Is there fear and strain in 
the house? Is there discord, scold- 
ing and tears? Then realize that 
the child will reflect that discord 
in his behavior. Tantrums, rebel- 
lion and ill health will be his lot 
and his parents’ burden. 

A child is not hard to rear if he 
is given the simple attention he 
needs—a quiet, peaceful home rou- 
tine care as to food, bathing, sleep 
and play. After that he can stand 
a whole lot of letting alone. Most 
of the trouble parents have with 
little children is of their own mak- 


ing.

OU don’t have to go off in a 
* corner and eat alone, in order 

to follow your diet successfully 
—but you'll need to exert an extra 
amount of will power at parties 
and festive dinners, 
When exposed to the lure of 
tempting dishes» you may tell your- 
self that you'll eat what you like 
tonight and diet twice as hard to- 
morrow to make up for it, But 
breaking your diet once, even for 
an “extra special” occasion, will 
make it easier to break it a second 
time, and, first thing you know, you 
won't be dieting at all. 


In order to follow your diet at all 
times, no matter where you are, you 
must first know what foods you can 
eat. Then, suppose you're at a din- 
ner party: they serve tomato juice 
or a clear soup—all right. But if 
its’ a cream soup, then don’t take 
much of it, even if you like it. 
Um-m-m, here's the meat: steak 
fine! A moderate portion will do. 
The sams goes for roast beef, chick- 
en, roast lamb, lamb chops. Go easy 
on the potatoes, but help yourself 
to the green vegetables. 

There’s a cute little roll and some 
butter—what about that? Well, 
you're allowed two pats of butter 
and about two slices of bread daily, 
so you figure out how much you 
can eat. Dessert is a big problem: 
ice cream, whipped cream desserts,

Deer MOAN 
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Black Handbag

HE trademark of the general 
T practitioner is the little black 


* handbag. We hope it will never. 
disappear and he will never go 


out of business. The high cost of 
medical care of which we hear so 
much nowadays is mostly due to 
the fact that a doctor wants to 
get a place on the staff of an ex- 
pensive hospital worse than he 
wants to get a little black bag. 
Every doctor knows that expensive 
and elaborate examinations and 
expensive and elaborate methods 
of treatment are unnecessary, in the 
majority of cases, and if he can talk 
the patient into allowing simple 
remedies to be applied, expense 
can be avoided and just as good 
results obtained. 

As an indication that this is the 
view of good doctors in official po- 
sitions, Dr. Morris Fishbein, edi- 
tor of the “Journal of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association,” said not 
long ago, “85 per cent of the dis- 
eases for which patients consult 
doctors are of the type which the 
general practitioner can handle 
with the amount of equipment that 
he can carry in his handbag.” 

In an effort to supply evidence, 
the medical men of Winston-Salem, 
N. C., tabulated 200 cases each. Of 
the 1000 patients thus seen or vis- 
ited, 848, or 84.8 per cent, had 
been cared for without any other 
equipment than the contents of a 
handbag.

THE CONTENTS of a modern 
doctor’s handbag includes, remem- 
ber, for diagnostic purposes: a ther- 
mometer, a stethoscope to listen to 
the heart and lungs, a blood pres- 
sure apparatus, tongue depressors 
and a light to look in the throat, 
an otoscope to look in the ear, and 
an ophthalmoscope to look in the 
eye, glass slides and a color scale 
to make elementary blood tests 
and culture smears. 

For treatment, it contains a 
hypodermic syringe, half a dozen 
emergency drugs and a prescrip- 
tion pad. 

And it must be assumed that be- 
sides what he has in his handbag 
the doctor will find in the home an 
enema bag, hot and cold water so 
that he can make a compress, a 
bath tub so he can give a medicinal 
bath, mustard for a mustard plas- 
ter, and that he will know how to 
give these treatments and also can 
give some massage, manipulations 
and psychotherapy. 

With such equipment it would be 
seldom indeed that the doctor would 
have to send the patient to the hos- 
pital for basal metabolic tests, 
elaborate blood tests, electrocardio- 
graphic tracings of the heart, or 
even (though this may be an ex- 
ception) X-ray plates. 

What I am wondering is, if we 
included the patients who are treat- 
ed out of the family medicine case 
without having a doctor at all, and 
added them to the handbag treat- 
ment, what would the percentage 
be? 
Questions and Answers. ° 

K. L.: “Does cream or milk used 
in hot tea have any effect on the 
digestive organs of the stomach?” 

Answer: It has no more effect 
than cream and milk which are not 
in tea, and has no bad effect on 
the stomach whatever. 


M. R.: “(1) What is the correct 
way to clean the teeth? (2) What 
is the correct home eye treat- 
ment?” 

Answer: (1) For correct cleaning 
of the teeth a small toothbrush is 
better than a large one, The tooth 
paste or powder used is not of im- 
portance, The teeth should be 
brushed systematically, beginning 
in front at the upper left, going 
across in front, to upper right, and 
then brushing the back of the teeth 
from the upper right to the upper 
left, Repeat on the lower jaw. As 
one dentist says, it is like paint- 
ing a picket fence—every picket 
front and back and sides. The brush 
should be placed at the gum margin 
and a firm, pressing, rotary motion 
used. (2) Home treatment for the 
eyes. The eyes do not need any 
regular hygiene other than simple 
cleansing of the lid marging at 
the morning toilet to remove the 
dried mucus. The tear ducts cleanse 
the surface of the eyeball, in all 
circumstances but very severe dust 
storms. Daily treatment to the 
eye, as with an eye cup, are likely 
to do more harm than good, 


Collapsible Ladder

N yesterday’s column I an- 
nounced that the new Culbertson 
system is setting up a higher 
standard for minimum responses to 
bids.

When the responder has less than 

one-half an honor trick he should 
pass to his partner’s opening one 
bid (in a suit) unless he has a 
seven card (or longer) major suit. 
For example, if South opens with 
one heart and North holds.

North’s correct action is to pass. 
Even if North were able to show 
his suit without increasing the bid- 
ding level he still would be out of 
line to mention his clubs. With less 
than one-half an honor trick in the 
hand, North’s only excuse for bid- 
ding would be if he held a seven 
card or longer spade ‘suit. 

Holding only one half an honor 
trick the responder should also usu- 
ally pass to an opening suit bid. If, 
however, he has a six card or 
longer major suit that can be bid 
at the one level, he is entitled to 
mention it. Example: North holds 
@62 @K87432 $542 473 
If South opens with one diamond 
or one club, North should respond 
with one heart. If South’s opening 
bid was one spade, however, North 
should pass. He cannot afford to 
mention this suit at the cost of in- 
creasing the bidding level. 

When the responder holde one 
honor trick-he should respond as 
follows: With four trumps he should 
give a single raise. Or, holding a 
higher ranking suit than the open- 
ing bid, he should take out to one 
in that suit. He should not make 
a two-ovdr-one take-out (such ag 
two hearts over one spade).
